to  attack  the  higher  age  groups  and  especially  so,  as  ther.o  arc 
now  a  considerably  larger  number  of  children  who  are  "carriers'' 
and  therefore  more  .liable  to  infect  tin  older  members  of  the 
families.  This  has  been  cur  experience  in  at  least  three 
families  where  the  older  members  had  Diphtheria  while  at  the 
same  time  one  or  more  children  in  the  same  house,  who  had  been 
immunised,  had  positive  swabs  without  any  symptoms  of  the 
disease  and  suffered  no  ill  effects  therefrom. 


During  1944  Diphtheria  immunise  bion  was  continued  as  in 
previous  years  at  most  of  the  rural  schools  a.s  well  as  at  the 
clinics  at  "figton,  Silloth  and  Aspatria. 

During  the  year  DOG  children  under  5  years  of  age  were 
given  two  doses  of  toxoid  (A*P.T.)  and  69  children  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  15  were  similarly  treated  giving  a  total  of 
277  for  all  ages.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  percentage  of  satisfactory 
samples  is  almost  identical  for  all  three  types  of  milk. 
Compared  with  the  1943  samples  the  satisfactory  T.T.  .samples 
show  a  fall  of  7^  and  the  Accredited  and.  Ungraded  a  fall  of 
2?  each,  and  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  1939  the  fall 
in  the  percentage  of  satisfactory  samples  is  still  more, 
marked  -  T.T.  10$,  Accredited  1 2fc  and  Ungraded  7$. 


Even  when  making  all  due  allowances  for  war  conditions 
it  is  very  disappointing  to  find  that  the  Wig ton  Rural  District 
figures  compare  so  unfavourably  with  those  of  the  whole  of 
the  County  of  Cumberland,  and  this  is  all  the  more  regrettable 
considering  the  great  deal  of  time  and  hard  work  which  our 
Sanitary  Inspectors  have  put  into  their  effort  to  produce 
cleaner  milk  within  the  district. 


Undoubtedly  the  main  cause  is  the  lack  of  efficient 
sterilisation.

In  tho  western  half  of  the  district  the  supply  from  tho 
Aspatria  and  Silloth  Scheme  has  boon  well  maintained  both  as 
to  quality  and  quantity. 

In  Silloth  district  the  direct  supply  to  the  R.A.F.  Station, 
together  with  the  greatly  increased  population  connected  there¬ 
with  and  residing  in  the  Town,  imposed  a  heavy  burden  on  tho 
scheme.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  continue  the  boosting 
of  the  whole  of  the  supply  through  the  trunk  mains  from 
Quarry  Hill  Reservoir. 

During  the  year,  the  Admiralty  have  laid  fifteen  miles 
of  new  7  inch  end  6  inch  mains  from  Quarry  Hill  Filter  tforks 
via  Waver ton  and  Kirkbride  to  An thorn  R.N,  Air  Station. 

It;  was  agreed  that  on  completion  of  the  works  same  should 
be  handed  over  to  the  Council  who  would  thereafter  be  responsible 
for  the  maintenance  thereof  and  be  at  liberty  to  use  same 
subject  to  the  priority  supply,  of  .60  ,CCO  gallons  per  day  to  the 
Air  Station. 

Wigton  Town  Supply: 


This  scheme  provides  an  ample  supply  for  Wigton  and  parts 
of  Parishes  .adjacent  to  tho  trunk,  main. 

During,  heavy  rainfall  the’ quality  of  the  water  is  .

In  the  Tigton  Rural  District,  13  water  supply  schemes 
have  been  operated  and  financed  independently,  and  these 
conditions  have  hitherto  imposed  a  formidable  barrier  against 
the  proper  development  of  the  water  resources  in  the  area. 

The  Council  have  now  agreed  to  abolish  this  system  and 
set  up  one  Water  Revenue  Account'  for  the  whole  district  which 
will  make  possible  the  considerable  advantage  of  developing 
the  Asnatria  and  Silloth  TTorks  as  a  comprehensive  supply  for 
the  major  part  of  the  district  with  centralized  filtration 
and  treatment  works  for  the  efficient  control  of  quality,  and 
will  also  load  to  the  possibility  of  abandoning  some  of  the 
independent  unsatisfactory  spring  sources  of  supply.

Proportion  of  Dwelling  Houses  Supplied? 

On  a  total  of  6,351  dwelling  houses  (including  farm 
houses)  in  the  district  92%  have  a  direct  supply  from  the 
mains. 

Of  the  remaining  6%  a  number  of  agricultural  dwellings 
are  situate  at  a  high  altitude  and  remote  from  the  Council’s 

mains. 

Many  of  these  hill  farms  have  a  private  piped  supply. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION  DURING  1944. 


The  following  figures  for  1944  relating  to 
the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Nigton  Abatoir  have 
been  compiled  by  Mr.  Blackburn,  and  a  careful 
perusal  of  them  will  show  what  a  great  deal  of 
time  has  been  taken  up  by  meat  inspection  and 
•  ■  how  greatly  the  public  has  benefited  thereby. 

Compared  with  1943  there  has  been  little  difference 
in  the  number  of  "Cattle"  slaughtered,  the  cows  increased 
by  82,  the  calves  by  S63  (  or  nearly  five  times  as  many) , 
sheep  approximately  the  same-  and  pigs  decreased  by  about 
one  half. 


Tho  figures  also  show  that  the  total  weight  of  meat 
condemned  was  increased  by  about  50$  over  that  of  1943, 
this  being  due  to  cattle,  (15$) up),  pigs  (9$) up)  and 

sheep  (3$  up) ,  while  there  wore  decreases  in  cows  of  16$ 
and  calves  of  4$. 


This  increase  was  almost  entirely  due  to  the  largo 
number  of  casualties  which  are  being  sent  to  the  Slaughter 
house  which  previously  were  disposed  of  in  other  ways.
